Stabbing riles cabbies 


Taxis swarm city hall 
over safety concerns 
after driver attacked

Afternoon traffic was clogged 
downtown and the air resounded 
with the noise of honking 
horns as more than 150 
angry cabbies circled city hall 
in protest of what they see as 
a lack of concern for their 
safety 

Earlier yesterday a taxi 
driver was sent to hospital 
with stab wounds after he 
picked up a man in south Ed¬ 
monton. 

Balraj Manilas, president 
of the United Cab Association of Ed¬ 
monton, said drivers are frustrated 
and scared because their safety is 
not being guaranteed and they are 


demanding mandatory safety 
shields. 

"We get beat and abused and 
there are lots of things unreported 
to police," said Manhas. "(Because of 
that) we're here to push for manda¬ 
tory safety shields." 

Police said the cabbie picked up a 
man near 80 Street and 15A Avenue 
shortly after 1 a.m. and was subse¬ 
quently attacked. 

The driver re¬ 
mained in the car as 
the attacker ran off 
in an area around 
72 Street and 11 Av¬ 
enue. The wounded 
driver later acti¬ 
vated his emer¬ 
gency button to let 
his company know 
that he was in trou¬ 
ble, police said. 

Police said the man is still in hos¬ 
pital in stable condition and they 
have identified a possible suspect, a 
20-year-old man.

Gurdip Warich, a cab driver since 
1982, said the shields would go a 
long way to make sure their safety 
is ensured in a constantly violent 
job. 

"Every day we get someone 
stabbed or murdered," he said. "If 


someone is drunk or high they don't 
know what (they're) doing. If you 
have a shield he can just go ahead 
and break his hand." 

Southeast division officers are 
still investigating the assault and so 
far no arrests have been made.

Choking testimony 
deemed admissible 


Judge rules two 
accounts allowed

Grown prosecutors in the 
trial against accused prosti¬ 
tute killer Thomas Svekla 
breathed a sigh of relief yes¬ 
terday, as the judge decided 
testimony of two women 
who claimed he choked them 
was, in fact, admissible. 

One of the women claimed 
that after smoking crack and 
drinking alcohol with Svekla 
in his High Level basement 
suite apartment in 2005, he 
tried to choke her to death 
while uttering threats that he 
would dump her body 
"where nobody would ever 


evidence 

Though up to ten wit¬ 
nesses have taken the 
stand testifying that 
Svekla has a propensity 
for sexual assault, chok¬ 
ing and being choked to 
enhance a cocaine high, 
Justice Sanderman 
deemed much of the testi 
mony inadmissible as evi¬ 
dence, as its prejudice 
outweighs probative 
value. 


find it." She said Svekla 
stopped choking her after she 
played dead, and was able to 
escape. 

The judge said that be¬ 
cause the evidence was so 
close in time to the discovery 
of the bodies of Rachel Quin- 
ney, 19, and Theresa Innes, 


36, and the similarity of vic¬ 
timizing a vulnerable, crack- 
addicted prostitute made the 
woman's testimony admissi¬ 
ble. 

Also admitted as evidence 
in the trial is the testimony of 
Svekla's high-school girl¬ 
friend, who claimed he 
choked and sexually as¬ 
saulted her over the course of 
their relationship. 

Svekla is charged with 
two-counts of second-degree 
murder in the deaths of 
Quinney and Innes. 

Quinney's mutilated body 
was found naked in a field 
east of Edmonton in June 
2004. Innes's body was 
found in a hockey bag in May 
2006.

Neighbourhood 
getting $8.5M 
overhaul

An Edmonton neighbour¬ 
hood notorious for pawn¬ 
shops, liquor stores, crime 
and rundown buildings will 
be getting an $8.5-million 
overhaul. 

Beginning this month the 
city will be replacing side¬ 
walks, road surfaces and 
adding trees and planting 
beds to improve the image of 
118 Avenue from 82-87 
Street. 

City councillors, business 
leaders and police say the 
facelift to Alberta Avenue 
will help add a vibrancy that

will encourage people to 
shop there. 

"This is not only going to 
revitalize the area, but it will 
awaken this community," 


said Edmonton Police Insp. 
Brian Nowlan. 

"Because of this, people are 
going to be less tolerant of 
disorder, less tolerant of 
crimes." 

Coun. Ed Gibbons says the 
facelift, expected to be com¬ 
pleted in the fall, will en¬ 
courage business owners to 
open up cafes and ethnic 
restaurants rather more "un¬ 
wanted businesses." 

"We have enough pawn¬ 
shops, cash stores and car 
dealerships," said Gibbons. 
"We need to have an avenue 
that will make people want 
to walk down and feel good 
about it." 

The project will also in¬ 
clude new decorative light 
poles and additional lighting 
for walkways.

Premier says oil 
can go to Asia if 
the U.S. shuns it

Premier Ed Stelmach says he 
will go elsewhere to help oil 
companies sell crude rather 
than relying on an American 
market that is suddenly keen 
on biofuel. 

Environmental groups and 
American politicians floating 
the idea of banning Alberta oil

also doesn't sit well with Al¬ 
berta's leader. 

Stelmach says a pipeline is 
needed to British Columbia's 
west coast to export Alberta 
crude to China. 

"If there is further resource 
development, and other parts 
of the world are crying for en¬ 
ergy, the companies in the 
pipeline business I am sure 
will be coming back and mak¬ 
ing that decision," said Stel¬ 
mach. 

"I am just saying that we 
have options and we will be 
pursuing those options. Why 


would we want to put our¬ 
selves in the same position as 
the agricultural and forestry 
industries?" 

Economic experts have 
blamed globally record high 
food prices on the sudden de¬ 
mand for commodities like 
corn and grains, important 
products used to make 
ethanol. Stelmach says the 
trend is a wakeup call for 
companies to look elsewhere 
to sell its oil, especially to 
China — even with its repu¬ 
tation on human rights.

Palestinians mourn 
Israelis celebrate 

Israel celebrated its 60th 
birthday with barbecues and 
military display yesterday but 
the party was marred by an 
investigation that could un¬ 
seat the prime minister and 
derail efforts toward a peace 
it has never known. 

Blue-on-white Star of 
David flags fluttered from 
cars, rooftops and balconies, 
fighter planes traced "60" in 
smoke trails across the sky, 
paratroopers dropped into the 
sea and a televised youth 
Bible quiz highlighted the 
place Jewish faith holds in a 
state mainly founded by secu¬ 
lar Zionists. 

War or the threat of it has 
clouded every day for Israelis 
since David Ben-Gurion de¬ 


clared their state in 1948 that 
was destined to be a haven for 
survivors of the Nazi Holo¬ 
caust. 


Yesterday families gathered 
to focus on the positive and on 
national pride. "It's an emo¬ 
tional day," said Tzviya 


Gilboa, 57, among vast 
crowds packing sunny 
beaches at Tel Aviv. 'Anything 
that is connected to Israel is 


exciting to me." 

Fireworks, light shows and 
military fanfare launched cel¬ 
ebrations on Wednesday and 
Prime Minister Ehud Olmert, 
who is pursuing a deal for a 
Palestinian state alongside Is¬ 
rael, said the Jewish state 
craved an end to the decades- 
old conflict. 

While Israelis partied, 
Palestinians held a solemn 
march in Bethlehem to mark 
the "nakba," or catastrophe, of 
the Jewish state's creation, 
when about 700,000 people, 
half the Arab population of 
Palestine, fled or were driven 
from their homes. 

Holding banners vowing 
never to give up their "right to 
return" to land now part of Is¬ 
rael, protesters rallied around 
a 10-metre-long key, a symbol 
of the dream to reclaim lost 
homes. reuters 


Bribe allegations 

Israeli Prime Minister 
Ehud Olmert admitted yes¬ 
terday taking cash from a 
U.S. businessman but resis¬ 
ted calls to resign over a 
police investigation into 
alleged hefty bribes over 
almost a decade. 

As Israelis enjoyed fes¬ 
tivities marking Independ¬ 
ence Day and the 60th 
anniversary of the found¬ 
ing of their state, police 
lifted a week-old media 
gag order and announced 
details of accusations that 
sparked opposition calls 
for Olmert to quit. 

He said he would resign 
only if he were formally in¬ 
dicted. Olmert, in a late- 
night televised address to 
the nation, said: "I look 
each and every one of you 
in the eye and say, ‘I never 
took bribes. I never took a 
penny for myself." 


Austrian man claims 'addiction' to incest 


Austrian Josef Fritzl said he 
became addicted to incest 
with his daughter, who bore 
him seven children, and had 
imprisoned her in a cellar to 
save her from the outside 
world. 

In comments related by 


his lawyer to weekly maga¬ 
zine News, Fritzl, who locked 
up Elisabeth in 1984 when 
she was 18, said he started 
raping his daughter a year 
later. 

"My drive to have sex with 
Elisabeth grew stronger and 


stronger," Fritzl was quoted 
as saying. 

"I knew Elisabeth didn't 
want me to do what I did to 
her. I knew that I was hurt¬ 
ing her. ... It was like an ad¬ 
diction ... In reality, I wanted 
children with her." reuters

Exclaim! takes music on road 


Tour showcases 
independent rock

^■ DOUBTS the 
strength of Canadian 
music these days, one 
should look no further 
than the Exclaim! 16 th An¬ 
niversary Tour for evidence 
that our homegrown inde¬ 
pendent music scene is 
thriving and shows no sign 
of slowing down. 

The cross-country tour is 
underway with Tokyo Po¬ 
lice Club — riding high as 
one of Canada’s top indie 
groups — headlining along 
with supporting act Attack 
In Black. 

Ian Danzig, founder of Ex¬ 


claim! — the free monthly 
magazine focusing on Cana¬ 
dian and international in¬ 
dependent music — shared 
his thoughts with Metro re¬ 
cently on the success of the 
publication and tour. 

Danzig chooses artists for 
the tour based on one sim¬ 
ple factor: “Same way we 
choose the music that we 
write about in Exclaim!, 
which is music that we love, 


stuff that turns us on.” 

Numerous successful in¬ 
dependent bands have 
graced national stages on 
previous tours, including 
Arcade Fire and DJ Cham¬ 
pion. Danzig equates Tokyo 
Police Club to Broken Social 
Scene. “The very first EP 
from Tokyo that came into 
our office, we immediately 
were unbelievably im¬ 
pressed ... and we were im¬ 



mediately covering them so 
they’re a band that was al¬ 
ways on our radar to have 
on the tour, well before the 
buzz really built up.” 

Tokyo Police Club’s 
debut full-length effort, 
Elephant Shell, has felt 
long-awaited to their fans, 
but as drummer Greg 
Alsop points out the band 
wanted to “work the EP 
( 2006 ’s A Lesson in Crime) 
as much as possible. 

“None of us had really 
expected that the EP 
would go to the lengths 
that it did,” he says. “We 
were able to tour off it for 
awhile ... more people kept 
discovering it and we were 
able to keep gaining op¬ 
portunities off it. We were 
never able to really sit 
down and devote the time 
that we felt we needed to

writing, since we were on 
the road all the time.” 

Elephant Shell is an in¬ 
fectious record that contin¬ 
ues Tokyo’s tradition of 
songs sprinting to the fin¬ 
ish line while incorporat¬ 
ing hand claps and daring 
listeners to sit still. 

Consisting of Alsop, gui¬ 
tarist Josh Hook, Dave 
Monks on bass and vocals, 
and Graham Wright on keys 
and vocals, the band “takes 
everything on a song-by¬ 
song basis.” Alsop admits 
“as a whole collective the 
album ends up turning out 
different than the EPs, but 


not really through a con¬ 
scious decision.” 

When asked if Tokyo is 
happy with the end result, 
the drummer enthuses, 
“Yeah, very, we’re really 
proud of it actually. It took 
a while to get there and a 
lot of hard work, but yeah 
we’re really pleased with 
the result and hope other 
people are as well.”

■ ISN’T IT ABOUT 

TIME THAT Ashton Kutch- 
er’s 15 minutes of fame 
perished — or at least di¬ 
minished to the stature of, 
say, Pauly Shore? 

I mean, if he makes one 
more substandard roman¬ 
tic comedy, wouldn’t the 
end have to be nigh for ol’ 
Kutch? 

Well surprise! His latest, 
What Happens in Vegas, is 
an accessible, but formula¬ 
ic groaner about two un¬ 
likely people falling in love 
through their utter con¬ 
tempt of each other. 

It actually starts out 
promisingly: When an un¬ 
derachiever named Jack 
(Kutcher) blasts off to 
Vegas, he meets recently 
dumped Joy (Cameron

quarter. 

The film quickly loses 
steam when the pair re¬ 
turns to Manhattan (early 
on) where a pro-marital 
judge (Dennis Miller) sen¬ 
tences the disgruntled cou¬ 
ple to “six months hard 


marriage” to decide who 
gets the dough. 

Now, Kutcher and Diaz 
have an acceptable 
amount of chemistry, but 
unfortunately this is the 
type of film where the 


characters are so baseless 
that Joy’s feelings for Jack 
pretty much switch from 
pure repulsion to adulated 
affection just because she 
finds out he coaches little 
league softball. Aww, he is 


a good guy! 

The truth is, this come¬ 
dy could have been fun (as 
it is while in Vegas) but 
ends up reducing poten¬ 
tially interesting gags to 
simple platitudes (Jack uri¬ 


nates in a sink of dirty 
dishes, Joy shows Jack how 
to work the toilet seat, etc). 

Even worse, it thinks it’s 
clever when Jack dons a 
black eye to fake he’s being 
abused for a marriage 


counsellor. Yilces. Imagine 
if that joke were the other 
way around? This film is 
unconvincing, ordinary 
and even slightly offensive.

IHVIHYI TAKE A DASH of 

Willy Wonka, add a bit of 
The Jetsons, a pinch of The 
Matrix played out with cars, 
toss it all into a Magic Spin 
Art machine and there you 
have Speed Racer. With that 
in mind, it should come as 
no shocker that this $120- 
million family film was cre¬ 
ated by the Wachowski 
brothers (the minds behind 
the Matrix movies), who are 
as well-known for their 
quirkiness as their incredi¬ 
ble sense of film design. A 
radically stylized remake of 
the classic ’6os cartoon of 


the same name, Speed 
Racer stars Emile Hirsch 
(Into the Wild) as Speed, a 
talented young driver living 
in the shadow of his older 
brother’s racing death. 

After learning that big busi¬ 
ness is fixing and profiting 
from racing, Speed teams 
up with the mysterious 
Racer-X (Matthew Fox of 
TV’s Lost) to win a notorious 
rally and bankrupt the lead 
corporation tampering the 
sport. Like many family 
films, it’s a fairly simple sto¬ 
ryline full of wholesome 
ideals (Mom even makes 
pancakes!). But on some 
level, it’s refreshingly more 
“progressive” with its anti¬ 
corporate stance, an ultra-vi¬ 
olent ninja battle and a pre- 
teen who throws up a rebel¬ 
lious middle finger at the 
bad guy. As for the cast, I 


think they put in great per¬ 
formances but it’s hard to 
tell since they (and you) are 
bombarded by the visuals, 
which not only end up 


being Speed Racer’s boon 
but also its burden. Al¬ 
though Speed Racer takes 
you into a world of intense 
colour and pop art that is 


dazzling to witness, it can 
be slightly exhausting after 
129 minutes. Like tasting 
Pop Rocks for the first time 
as a kid, you’ll be blown 


away at the new sensation 
but eating too much of 
that fizzy hyper-carbonat¬ 
ed candy can give you a 
nasty toothache.

cash to save his business 
and his honour. 

Fans of ass-lciclcing mar¬ 
tial arts films will likely 
find only a few moments 
of pleasure in Mamet’s pet 


project, while those who 
prefer brains over brawn 
will revel in the auteur’s 
latest work. 

The consistently versa¬ 
tile Ejiofor is mesmerizing 
as the conflicted Terry, 
while Tim Allen is enter¬ 
taining as the shady actor 
Chet Frank whose motiva¬ 
tions are clouded at best 
throughout most of the 
picture. 

Veteran character actor 
Joe Mantegna (Nine Lives) 
even makes a worthwhile 
appearance as Frank’s 
manager, along with sever¬ 
al mixed martial arts nota¬ 
bles such as Randy Cou¬ 
ture and Enson Inoue. 

British actress Emily 
Mortimer delivers an enig¬ 
matic performance as a 
frazzled lawyer, but it’s jiu 
jitsu itself which provides 
one of Mamet’s most valu¬ 


able narrative tools. 

Mamet may not be Kuro¬ 
sawa, but he does manage 
to leave his audience 


thinking on the way out of 
the movie theatre. It re¬ 
mains to be seen whether 
his efforts will be appreci¬ 


ated by martial arts fans 
who prefer crunching 
kicks over didactic dia¬ 
logue.

“I wanted it to be deal¬ 
ing with self, your own 
consciousness and your 
thoughts,” said Fantauzzo. 

The painting features a 
bare-chested Ledger 
against a black back¬ 


ground, looking straight 
out of the canvas with two 
other images of the actor 
at the sides whispering 
into his ears. 

Fantauzzo’s painting 
was a finalist in the 2008 
Archibald Prize, Aus¬ 
tralia’s top prize for por¬ 
traiture, but he missed 
out on the top award, 
which went to a self-por¬ 
trait of an artist with her 
two children.

APART FROM

“A lot of our stuff early 
in the shooting was all 
family stuff, so it was all 
ensemble, and it was all of 
us together, and you walk 
onto the set and you see 
all of us dressed in all 
these hilarious costumes, 
and it was ‘Hey, what are 
we doing today?’ It’s snow¬ 
ing. ‘Hey, Susan, did you 
know it was snowing 
now?’ We’d be laughing, 
because it was sort of 
ridiculous, but we’re com¬ 
mitting to it. We don’t 


know what's around us 
but we’ll do what they tell 
us to.” With no real racing 
being filmed, the actors 
who drove in the break¬ 
neck race scenes that take 
up much of the film were 
strapped into mechanized 
gimbals that threw them 
around convincingly 
enough for the camera, an 
endurance test that left 
them with bruises at the 
end of the day. 

“It was so much fun,” re¬ 
calls Ricci. “I love doing 
that stuff, I love getting 
the battle scars. When 
you’re in the gimbal you 
get banged around so 
much, and at one point I 
had to get out and throw 
up and then get back in 
because it’s a lot of shak¬ 
ing and craziness. It was 
just really fun — I had a 
good time.” Hirsch’s mem¬ 
ories aren’t so fond. “All of 


my anger in the film when 
I’m driving was authentic, 
because they were just 
slamming me around in 
this simulator for hours 
and it’s green and it’s hot 
and there’s lights on you 
and you can’t move be¬ 
cause you’re strapped in. 
You get literally frustrated 
to the point where you 
want to rip the thing apart 
with a bat. I think I have a 
drawing of me breaking 
it.” 

With so much of the 
film realized later, after 
the filming was over, Ricci 
says that the actors had to 
trust the Wachowslcis and 
the vision they were creat¬ 
ing. “I don’t think that 
anyone could really get 
into what they have in 
their heads,” she says. 

“That’s the thing about 
them, is they inspire such 
confidence and such trust, 


because you can tell they 
have this complete vision 
in their heads and you’d 
be doing a huge disservice 
to not trust them and let 
them do what they have to 
do.”

Actress relied on 
friends to star 
for little pay

seems like a long hiatus 
from movies, Helen Hunt 
has returned in her own di¬ 
rectorial debut, Then She 
Found Me, a low-budget 
story about a woman forced 
to cope with more than 
she’s probably equipped to 
handle — a divorce, preg¬ 
nancy, a new romance, and 
the sudden reappearance of 


her birth mother. 

Hunt, whose trademark 
flinty vulnerability was 
showcased in films like As 
Good As It Gets and on TV’s 
Mad About You, plays the 
lead role, April, with a re¬ 
markable lack of ego — she 
might be the centre of the 
story, but she never domi¬ 
nates the action, and the 
cast Hunt assembled 
around her has plenty of 
room to breathe. Hunt says 
she’s been trying to make 
the film for years, first with 
an eye to just doing the role 
of April, then letting some¬ 
one else handle the part 
when she decided she want¬ 


ed to direct. 

“I always knew that my 
personality might very well 
be suited to directing,” 
Hunt tells Metro. 


“But I also knew that it 
was too big and exhausting 
a job to do just to do, which 
was to say for the privilege 
of saying action and cut 
and bossing people around. 
It wasn’t worth it. But I 
knew that if I found a story 
that I had a real sense of 
authorship over and that I 
had something, a small but 
potent something that only 
I could say, then I would try 
to do it.” 

In the end, she was 
forced to take on both act¬ 
ing and directing duties. 
After living with the char¬ 
acter for so many years, it 
simply didn’t seem feasible 


to pass the burden of play¬ 
ing April on to someone 
else. 

“The decision became lo¬ 
gistical ... I don’t think I 
had the time to download 
what I knew about this part 
into another person’s 
brain.” 

Considering the budget 
restrictions, Hunt was able 
to pull together a stellar 
cast, with cameo roles by 
friends like Tim Robbins 
and Janeane Garofalo in ad¬ 
dition to actors like 
Matthew Broderick, Colin 
Firth and Bette Midler. 

Their willingness to work 
on such a small project says 


a lot about the hunger for a 
human role in a decent 
script these days. 

“I didn’t have money to 
pay them, so they must 
have responded to the story. 
If you think about the ac¬ 
tors who worked on this, as 
much as we like to make 
money and be rewarded for 
what we do, there is a 
hunger to work on stories 
that speak to us that is big¬ 
ger than that. There’s no 
other reason why these peo¬ 
ple would have done it. I’m 
not that great a person that 
they would have just shown 
up for weeks at a time 
’cause I’m nice.”
